Mile Front Ie In Baltic Campaign 


For Riga; 


Petrograd, July 19.—New attacks by 
the Austrians in the Krasuik-Lubliu 
district have been defeated by the 
Russians, while a force of Cossacks 
has overwhelmed an Austrian force 
northwest of Radon, compelling it to 
take to flight aud capturing three of­ 
ficers, *580 men and three machine 
guns. 
To the north German troops which 
had captured the village of Podissie 
were signally beaten by t£e Russians 
in a counter attack. The village was 
retaken and the czar’* soldiers re 
gained possession of Ave cannon they 
had lost to the enemy. 
The only point on the-1000 mile bat­ 
tle front of which the Teutons have 
gained gronnd is in the Baltic dis­ 
trict, where the Germans have retain­ 
ed their positions on the right bank 
of the livers Vinta and W inded and 
have made progress toward the city 
of Riga, the objective of their cam­ 
paign in that region. 
The fighting iu the Orzyc river sec­ 
tion has been extremely violent in 
the last three days. The Germans de 
livered strongly supported attack# in 
the Popeliany Sector, but they were 
tbrowu back to their own fortified line 
by the Russians, who Sad been rein­ 
forced 
and 
supplied with abundant 
ammunition. 
The Germaus succeeded in entering 
the village of Fodossle after a sur 
prise attack. The Russians retreated 
leaving 
Ave of their Aeld gun* as 
booty for the kaieer’e forces. 
The 
Russians, however, 
immediately or 
gentled a counter attack, in which the 
regim ents from Turkestan took part, 
and drove the Germane from Pcdossie 
at the point of the bayonet. The Teu­ 
tonic troops suffered extrem ely Heavy 
losses In this battle. 
The Siberians from Turkestan were 
warmly praised for their bravery and 
skill ct Podossie in an ofA< tai state 
ment issued by the war office 
Following is the statem ent: 
“The Austrians are continuing to 
develop their offensive on the Bug 
river and between the Bug aud the 
Dniester, but without success 
“A Russian submarine has sunk a 
Turkish coal steamship in the Black 
sea. 
“On the Goidingen-.viouravievo front 
Hie enemy retained hie position# on 
the right banks of the Windau and 
Vents rivers and continued hit ad­ 
vance In the direction of Tekuru (near 
the Gulf of Riga, thirty-eight miles 
wast of the city of Riga; and Am*. 
“The enemy's infantry were repuls­ 
ed In tne Popeliany district 
“Fierce fighting continued July 15 
on the extension of the trout of the 
right bank of the Orzyc. Three enemy 
regim ents attacked the village of Po-, 
flossie and captured it. They crossed 
tne river, capturing live of our guns. 
The enemy was attacked, however, by 
our troops with bayonets and suffered 
seveiely. The guns were recaptured 
and the enemy was driven out of the 
village. 
Siberian 
detachm ents from 
Turkestan, 
fighting 
against 
enemy 
forces double their number, showed 
high courage. 
“Northwest of Radom a brigade of 
Cossacks attacked the Austrian van­ 
guard near the village of Morksets, 
capturing three officers, 26kb men and 
three machina guns. 
“We retired eolith* of Ie elm noir in 
the direction of Mlawa on account of 
large 
enemy reinforcements having 
come up. 
“The enemy assumed a general of­ 
fensive between the Vistula and tile 
Bug rivers on the night of the 16th. 
Enemy attacks at PodliAe, Wlldolaz 
aud bikhova least of Krastiik) were 
repulsed. 
“On the left bank of the Vleprz the 
enemy advanced after desperate fight­ 
ing. 
Our troops beld tbetf ground on 
the evening of the sixteenth on the 
Isdevno Kraenostav front 
(south of 
Lublint. Enemy attacks on Volitsa on 
the right bank of the De Vieprx were 
repulsed. 
“E ast of Orobovetz Friday night and 
the following day the enemy pene­ 
trated our wire entanglements several 
times, but were repulsed on each oc­ 
casion by our Are and bayonet a t­ 
tacks. 'South of Grobovetz, between 
Gosheva and the Bug, the enemy Is 
obstinately 
attacking the 
front at 
Medeltu-Maclonnenone. We made suc­ 
cessful counter attacks In this dis­ 
trict. 
“Attacks on the Bug near Krilov, 
Sokol and K Jo tio v were repulsed aud 
hundreds of prisoners taken by us. 
“Between the Dniester and the Bug, 
lu the vicinity of the Dniester, the 
Aghting continues without substantial 
changa."

Holmes, 
originator of the “Safety First” slogan, 
died the other day at Ids Denver home. 
his name will always ben sacred mem­ 
ory to the men who daily risk their 
lives iii the mines of the country.

his death the country lost one of Its j *7, _ 
greatest men. 
In BKH Dr. Holmes was appointed 
by Prescient Roosevelt as chief of the 
United States geological survey labora­ 
tories, witch have headquarters in St 
Txuils ani Pittsburgh and are used for 
the testing of fuels and structural ma­ 
terials. 
His services In tills position 
W’ere sp hotewnrthy that In* was ap­ 
pointed chief 
of 
the 
technological 
branch if tho geological survey, which j 
Is In charge of the Investigation of; 
mine accidents. 
President Taft in 1010 appointed Dr. 
Holmes head of the newly erentod bu­ 
reau of alines. This appointment came 
as a surprise, as It was known that he 
w’ns on# of the Interior department 
men regnal (Hi by Secretary It. A. Bal­ 
linger as Inimical to blin. 
Under Dr. Holmes* management great 
progress was made In perfecting meth­ 
ods of snvlng lives In mine accidents 
and for lessening the dangers to which 
underground workers are exposed. Ile 
organized the first national mine safe­ 
ty demonstration, which was held In 
Pittsburgh in 1011, which was largely 
attended and resulted In mine owners, 
superintendents and miners learning 
many ways of preventing danger and 
loss of life. 
One of I>r. Holmes’ m o'p ImjKjrtant 
discoveries was that the du^t from bl-1 
tumiiioiH coal was more dangerous to 
miners than firedamp. 
This was con ­ 
trary to the old theory, which taught 
that coal dust could not explode with 
out gas md w hich had cost many thou 
sands o! lives. 
It Is thought that Dr. Holmes’ fre • 
qiient vblts to mines In which there 
were disasters and his continual in-, 
slsfenco on going only where his train 1 
cd resew crews should go. sharing the: 
dangers that should have g»*ne only t» 
more robust men. seriously affected Iii* 
health. His trip to Alaska two yearn 
ago to learn concerning the great con! 
fields there met with many hardship*! 
and seven* exposure, and it Is liclleved; 
that this hastened the end.
